Taking Control of S.F’s Mentally Ill

San Francisco’s homeless popu- 
lation is a diverse group. Some were 
evicted from their homes, sleeping on 
the streets or in shelters until they can 
find a job, save some money, and get 
back on their feet. Others suffer from 
mental illness, drug addiction, or both. 
And while Navigation Centers have 
taken in hundreds of people from all 
backgrounds and helped them back on 
their feet, for years a small population 
has cycled in and out of San Francisco 
General Hospital’s emergency room and 
San Francisco’s jail, and 5150’ed into a 
72-hour psychiatric hold. A person with 
severe mental illness or a debilitating 
drug addiction is difficult for current 
homeless infrastructure to treat, as long- 
term care and support is simply beyond 
the scope of what outpatient drug treat- 
ments and short-term psychiatric pro- 
grams can offer. 

A bold new bill, however, could 
grant authorities permission to take 
away a person’s rights temporarily, in 
order to get them off the streets and 
into serious care. If done well, it would 
be a firm but necessary step to help the 
city’s most vulnerable populations get 
the help they need. If executed badly, 
wed be taking a huge step backward 
toward a police state that criminalizes 
and locks up mentally ill people, taking 
away their civil rights and freedoms. 

Senator Scott Wiener introduced 
Senate Bill 1045 in Sacramento, in 
conjunction with Senator Henry Stern 
of Los Angeles. It’s currently a spot bill 
— which means it’s not fully drafted— 
so details on exactly who will qualify 
and how it will be enforced are slim. 
It’s described as an extension of the 
state’s current conservatorship laws, 
which currently apply to those who are 
determined to be “gravely disabled as a 
result of a mental health disorder or an 
impairment by chronic alcoholism.” 

Under SB 1045, that conservator- 
ship would include those who “suffer 
from chronic homelessness accom- 
panied by severe mental illness, drug 
addiction, repeated commitments, or 
exceptionally frequent use of emergen- 
cy medical services.” 

Wiener explained his motivations 
at a press conference Monday. 

“Only a tiny percentage of people 
on our streets — perhaps 1 percent of 
the population — fall into the category 
that we’re talking about here,” he told 
the media. “For the vast majority of 
homeless people in San Francisco, this 
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bill has nothing to do with them. This 
is a tiny population that is dying on 
our streets, that is in the ER all the 
time, that is being taken to the psych 
emergency room repeatedly. This is a 
life-or-death situation, and it is beyond 
humane to sit back and watch as these 
people die.” 

The 1 percent statistic is notable. 
While it may seem like a tiny number 
of people, the Department of Home- 
lessness counted 7,499 people living 
unhoused citywide in 2017. That 
means this bill could theoretically ap- 
ply to 75 of them. 

Wiener’s bill would push this for- 
ward on a statewide level, but Supervi- 
sor London Breed has hopped on the 
bandwagon, announcing legislation 
at the Board of Supervisors meeting 
Tuesday that would change the city’s 
laws around the criminalization of 
homeless people. It would also trans- 
fer the responsibility for all non-crimi- 
nal mental health conservatorship cas- 
es from the District Attorney’s office 
to the City Attorney’s office. 

“As a progressive city, we must do 
more to care for those who cannot 
care for themselves,” Breed said on 
Monday. “It’s not compassionate to let 
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those who are grappling with severe 
mental-health and substance-abuse 
issues simply wither away on our 
streets.” 

Breed is one of several supervisors 
who've attempted to help this popula- 
tion in their districts. 

“There is an elderly man who lives 
in the Haight Ashbury that I often vis- 
it and check on,” she said. “He is most- 
ly harmless, but he is schizophrenic 
and deals with extreme trauma. When 
his mental-health issues flare up, he 
sometimes becomes a harm to himself 
and a harm to others. His rage festers 
and becomes uncontrollable, and he 
becomes unable to take care of himself 
and his own basic needs. 

“What he really needs is someone 
to take care of him,” she adds. “He 
can't do it alone. I personally have 
tried to get him into shelter services, 
but he’s refused to stay. Despite my at- 
tempts over the last 3 years, he’s still 
on our streets.” 

The story is similar to a case that 
Supervisor Hillary Ronen encountered 
when she tried to find help for a wom- 
an named Alice who spent years living 
outside at 16th Street BART, refusing 
shelter services. Under current law,

mentally ill people can refuse help, 
even if it’s detrimental to their health 
and wellbeing. 

So the system requires change to 
help vulnerable people who are unable 
to care for themselves. But who quali- 
fies for this extra layer of conservator- 
ship, and how it should be enforced, is 
up for debate. Will they be detained on 
the streets? In emergency rooms? And 
what if family steps in? 

Wiener acknowledged this is a 
tricky piece of the bill, which has yet 
to be crafted. 

“We're engaged in a process now 
to flush that out,” he said. “We didn’t 
want to prejudge that, because it’s a 
complicated issue, so we're going to be 
working very closely with the counties 
and the health departments, as well 
as with the advocates — who are prob- 
ably skeptical of this, because of the 
civil liberty implications. 

“To be clear, conservatorships are 
a very serious thing,” he added. “They 
take someone’s liberty away temporar- 
ily, and the county steps in and makes 
basic decisions for them until they 
become healthy, are able to be inde- 
pendent, and can make those decisions 
for themselves.”

Advocates are indeed skeptical. 
Daniel Meyer, a public defender who 
works specifically with mental-health 
conservatorship cases, challenged the 
order of the system. 

“We haven't tried the housing-first 
alternative,” he told SF Weekly. “There’s 
a right to housing in New York. You 
can conserve as many people as you 
want, but if you don’t have housing for 
them where are they going to go? Are 
they going to stay on the street in tent 
encampments? Use models that work, 
like housing first, not just taking peo- 
ples’ rights away.” 

Jennifer Friedenbach, executive 
director of the Coalition on Homeless- 
ness, echoed that sentiment, telling SF 
Weekly that neither Wiener nor Breed 
had reached out to her organization 
about either the state bill or the local 
legislation. 

“Always a bad sign,” she noted. 

As the state legislation is still a 
spot bill with few details, the Coalition 
doesn’t have a position on it yet. But 
the idea that conservatorship will fix 
this problem is not one Friedenbach 
buys. 

“What you see on the streets is the 
result of over $40 million in direct 
service cuts in San Francisco’s behav- 
ioral health programs between 2007 
and 2012,” she said. “We need to dig 
a lot deeper to truly address the men- 
tal-health crisis. We know that a short 
stay in a locked facility is not going to 
dramatically change our outcomes and 
has the danger of turning people away 
from seeking mental health services, 
and potentially further traumatizing 
them.” 

And at the end of the day, it all 
comes back to affordable housing. 

“There probably are areas that could 
be improved in the conservatorship 
system but it is no silver bullet and 
will not magically result in the housing 
that is so desperately needed to stabi- 
lize one’s mental health,” Friedenbach 
says. We would suggest a complete 
rebuild of our entire system, including 
housing for every severely mentally ill 
person.” 

SB 1045 will be reviewed by the 
California Senate in May, with the goal 
of reaching Governor Jerry Brown's 
hands by Sept. 1. If passed, it would be 
instituted in January of next year.

Signatures for ballot measures 
have been counted, candidacy deadlines 
have passed, and San Francisco is offi- 
cially in election season. As happens 
twice a year, colorful signs are popping 
up in windows across the city, and mail- 
boxes will soon overflow with political 
mailers. But this year, a dark shadow 
hangs over those running for office, and 
the media has taken notice. Instead of 
nitpicking over each candidate’s policy 
goals, the emphasis this season has been 
on money — who has it, where it’s com- 
ing from, and what strings are attached. 

It’s something mayoral candidate 
Mark Leno called attention to weeks 
ago, when he asked his rivals to sign 
onto a Fair Campaign Promise, in 
which candidates would deny funds 
from super PACs — independent 
committees with a vested interest in 
one player, who may raise money from 
corporations, unions, or individuals to 
advocate for or against candidates. 

Supervisor Jane Kim signed on, but 
Board of Supervisors President Lon- 
don Breed did not. Since then, Breed’s 
opponents have made a point to call 
out the fact that she receives money 
from tech billionaire Ron Conway 
(who's funded smear campaigns in the 
past) at every available opportunity. 

This week, Supervisor Aaron Peskin 
formally stepped into battle against 
this type of shadowy campaign money, 
with a legislative proposal that would 
demand the disclosure of anyone 
who’s donated more than $10,000 to 
a candidate, within 24 hours of the 
transaction. In addition, that donor 
would be lawfully required to list any 
investments over $10,000 they’ve 
made to businesses operating in S.F., to 
fully educate voters on their potential 
motives and ways in which they may be 
trying to influence candidates. 

All advertisements would also have 
to include mention of the top three 
sources of funding by any committee 
who donated money toward it, so that 
smear campaigns would no longer be 
anonymous. 

As an added kicker, the legislation 
would apply retroactively, to Jan. 1, 
2018. 

Peskin’s proposal directly affects 
Conway’s donations to Breed’s cam- 
paign, but he claims that’s not his 
motivation. 

“This is not about Ron Conway or 
any other investor with handfuls of 
cash,” he said at a press event Tuesday. 
“Mr. Conway is a symptom of a much

larger problem in San Francisco and in 
this country, and that is the Wall Street 
mentality that routinely puts profit 
over people.” 

A slew of colleagues joined Peskin, 
including supervisors Hillary Ronen, 
Jeff Sheehy, and Sandra Lee Fewer. 
Even District Attorney George Gascon 
made a surprise appearance. 

“One of the biggest complaints 
that I get is corruption in our electoral 
process,’ he said. “Unfortunately, often 
what appears to be common sense to 
most is not necessarily a violation of 
the law.” 

Gascon compared the struggle to 
see through hidden campaign funds in 
San Francisco to a national crisis. 

“The essence of democracy is trans- 
parency. Dark money has completely 
turned our democratic process upside 
down, at the national level, at the 
state level, and certainly here at the 
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local level,” he said. 

This legislation, he said, would 
“bring light into this area.” 

While every mayoral candidate was 
supposedly invited to the event, it was 
only Leno who showed up. 

“The power and strength of one’s 
voice should not be dependent on 
the power and strength of someone’s 
checkbook,” he said. “Nothing could 
be more important when we're talking 
about what direction the city will be 
moving in than making sure that with- 
out the influence of this extraordinary 
amount of new money in San Fran- 
cisco, voters get to make an informed 
decision. It impacts directly the public 
policy-making that happens in this 
building.” 

When asked why the legislation was 
being presented now, Ronen took the 
mic. 

“We are at a crossroads in the city 
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of San Francisco,” she explained. “The 
person who’s going to lead this city for 
perhaps the next decade will be decided 
on in June. There could not be a more 
pressing time ... in terms of the amount 
of dark money that is spent to promote 
particular candidates. Most of the time, 
where that money is spent, that person 
wins.” 

Peskin is no fool, and although this 
urgent legislation is a big move, it’s 
hard for any politician to oppose it 
without signaling to voters that they 
may be hiding something. As the first 
gatekeeper for moving this forward, 
Breed fell in this position, and smartly 
supported Peskin’s request to fast-track 
the bill past the normal 30-day waiting 
period before it’s sent to committee. 

It will be heard in the city’s Budget 
and Finance Committee on Thursday, 
Feb. 15, by the Ethics Commission on 
Friday, Feb. 16, and could appear in 
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front of the full Board of Supervisors 
for a vote as soon as Tuesday, Feb. 
20. From there, it would fall to May- 
or Mark Farrell to sign off on it. But 
Peskin has that covered, too. 

“T have talked to the mayor of San 
Francisco, and he has agreed to sign 
it if we can get it on his desk,” Peskin 
said. 

If all goes according to plan, 
and it seems like it’s going to, this 
speedily drafted legislation could be 
implemented in a matter of weeks, 
making all this campaign donation 
information available by April — the 
homestretch of candidates’ campaigns 
before June’s election. 

In the meantime, we can only spec- 
ulate on what will be uncovered.

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Fraud, Fentanyl, and Fugitives 


A woman whoranapill press in the Sunset District was sentenced to 12 years in prison — but she evaded capture, 


and now she's ontherun.

It’s no secret our country is 
undergoing an enormous opioid crisis. 
While tens of thousands of Americans 
die from overdoses in the United States 
every year, pharmaceutical companies 
continue to draw in billions, bribe the 
Drug Enforcement Administration, and 
make appalling decisions — like sending 
423 million painkillers to West Virginia 
between 2007 and 2012. 

But major corporations aren't the 
only ones capitalizing on the vice-like 
grip the opioid epidemic has on our 
nation: Opportunistic entrepreneurs 
are also hopping on the bandwagon. 
Unlike their massive counterparts, 
however, they often face consequences 
for their actions. 

This week, the California Depart- 
ment of Justice announced that San 
Francisco resident Candelaria Vazquez 
was sentenced to 12 years in prison 
after she was caught manufacturing 
and distributing fentanyl, a synthetic 
and highly deadly form of opioid pain- 
killer. 

For two years, Vazquez and her 
husband Kia Zolfaghari operated a 
pill press out of their Sunset District 
home, generating thousands of fake, 
stamped oxycodone pills — that were 
actually laced with fentanyl. 

The pills were then sold online, for 
bitcoin. They were shipped out of the 
local post office, and once payment 
was received, the cryptocurrency was 
then converted to cash through unli- 
censed bitcoin brokers. 

It was an incredibly lucrative oper- 
ation; The Wall Street Journal reports 
that one transaction alone was cashed 
in at $230,000. When investigators 
raided their house on Taraval Street

and 44th Avenue, they found more 
than $44,000 in cash, luxury watches 
that totaled $70,000, and a shoe col- 
lection “stacked virtually from floor to 
ceiling” — some still with $1,000 price 
tags on them. 

In an almost too-perfect detail, 
they also had a Walter White action 
figure sitting next to their pill-press 
machine. 

The story is entertaining, but the 
effects of Vazquez and Zolfaghari’s 
actions may have been deadly.

San Francisco’s Office of the As- 
sessor-Recorder issued a “Love 
Report” on Tuesday. Unsurpris- 
ingly, it found a steady increase in 
marriages since the United States 
Supreme Court ruled California's 
Proposition 8 — which banned 
same-sex marriage — as unconsti- 
tutional. 

Overall, there has been a 52 
percent increase in marriages since 
2007-08, when 7,537 licenses were 
processed. California’s brief initial

The pair were caught when 
Zolfaghari sold more than 1,500 pills 
to an undercover law enforcement 
officer.

period of same-sex marriage from 
June to November 2008 bumped 
the number of marriages the next 
year in San Francisco to 10,789.

Last year, San Francisco’s annual 
count hit 11,419 marriages.

The SFMTA plans to roll 
out 3,600 new, solar-lit bus 
stop signs across the city. 


Someday soon, identifying 
bus stops by random stripes of 
yellow paint on poles willbea 
thing of the past. This week, the 
SFMTA announced that evening 
commutes will become a little 
brighter, thanks to new signs and 
solar-powered lights. 

The new signs look — well 
— sign-like. Instead of blurrily 
printed black letters stenciled 
onto a random electricity pole, 
these signposts will consist of 
metal panels that list the rapid 
routes in red, and all others in 
blue. 

To make the signs more visi- 
ble for commuters and the stops 
more noticeable for drivers, the 
posts will include solar-powered 
lights on top, with super-eff- 
cient LED bulbs. 

Regulars of the 14-Mission 
bus are probably already famil- 
iar with these: The first round 
of test signs were posted along 
inbound 14-Mission Rapid stops 
back in 2015.

cinated for Hepatitis A, Hepatitis B, 
and Human Papillomavirus, having 
open conversations with sexual 
partners, and getting tested regu- 
larly even if no symptoms show.

Cannabis 
Crimes Go off 
The Record 


San Francisco has made 
cannabis legalization 
retroactive. Will the rest of 
California follow suit? 


On Wednesday, Jan. 31, San 
Francisco District Attorney George Gas- 
con announced that the city will auto- 
matically expunge the records of those 
convicted of misdemeanor marijuana 
charges from the past 40 years. That 
equates to more than 3,000 convictions 
that will now be dismissed and sealed, in 
addition to a review of nearly 5,000 fel- 
ony cases that Gascon has pledged to ask 
prosecutors to review and potentially 
re-sentence. 

The bold move by the San Francisco 
DA comes in the wake of the passage of 
Prop 64 last November. Within the bill 
that has brought adult use marijuana 
to California is a provision that allows 
for those previously convicted of 
cannabis-related misdemeanors to pe- 
tition for their record to be expunged. 
Yet while many stand to greatly benefit 
from this opportunity, the knowledge 


and means to take advantage of it are 
not easy to come by. 

On a surface level, it’s fair to as- 
sume some who qualify under the 
provision are wary of attorneys and the 
larger justice system that failed them. 
Beyond that however are the costs 
associated with retaining legal aid to 
complete the process. While some law- 
yers and members of the community 
have offered their time to help individ- 
uals file their requests, many more are 
left to try and navigate the daunting 
undertaking alone. 

By automating the process, Gas- 
con has set a precedent that should 
be adopted not only by the rest of 
California, but other states with legal 
adult use markets as well. The crux 
of the problem is remarkably simple: 
Who, given the opportunity, would not 
want their criminal record expunged? 
The answer, of course, 
is absolutely no one, 
which means there is no 
reason to place the bur- 
den of requesting record 
expungement on the 
individual. 

Right now, the differ- 
ence in petitioning for a 
clean record or receiving 
one automatically de- 
pends entirely on which 
city you were charged in. 





That’s one of the reasons that Care2 
spokesperson and cannabis activist 
Julie Mastrine started a Care2 petition 
calling on California’s Department of 
Corrections and Rehabilitation and 
Attorney General Xavier Becerra to do 
more with regards to assisting individ- 
uals with record expungement. 
“Obviously, marijuana is a beneficial 
plant,” Mastrine explains, “so the fact 
that people have had their lives ruined 
or had their records tainted because of 
it is just really, really horrible to me.” 
Mastrine launched the petition 
after reading a Washington Post article 
that quoted several lawyers who felt 
that California wasn’t doing enough to 
inform qualified candidates about the 
opportunity for a reduction in sentence 
or a clean record. As of Tuesday after- 
noon, the petition had 49,861 signa- 
tures of its 50,000 signature goal. 
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Asked for specifics on how the state 
might allocate additional resources 
to the cause, Mastrine says she leaves 
that part up to California officials. 

“Seemingly their job is to fix the 
wrongs that have been done to the 
citizens of California through these 
prohibition laws,” she says. 

While the prospect of targeted cam- 
paigns at public institutions likes post 
offices, libraries, and the DMV — espe- 
cially in areas with disproportionately 
high rates of cannabis convictions 
— would undoubtedly help educate 
people with marijuana-related criminal 
records on how to get them expunged, 
they pale in comparison to the impact 
that would be made were other cities to 
follow Gascén’s example. 

As has become a common refrain in 
the fallout from Prop 64, each city in 

California seems to have 
its own guidelines for 
handling the matter of 
record expungement. San 
Diego is taking the same 
tack as San Francisco by 
automating the process, 
while municipalities like 
Fresno and Santa Clara 
continue to evaluate re- 
quests on a case-by-case 
basis. 
Outside of Califor- 
nia, other states have

struggled to define an efficient and 
lasting policy to ensure no one bears 
the criminal burden of an activity no 
longer deemed illegal. Although Colora- 
do legalized cannabis three years before 
California, their efforts to expunge 
records only came in response to the 
precedent set by Prop 64. Nevada has 
not yet adopted an expungement poli- 
cy, thanks in part to Gov. Brian Sando- 
val’s decision to veto legislation on the 
issue last June. 

Thus California has once again been 
presented with an opportunity to take 
the lead on an issue of social reform. 
While cannabis is now legal to buy in 
the state, the intentions of Prop 64 
and the laws that preceded it will never 
fully be realized as long as individuals 
carry criminal records for misdemean- 
ors that were once highly questionable, 
and are now outright lunacy. 

Sacramento must embrace the prec- 
edent Gascon set and absolve the onus 
to act from those who have already 
paid dearly for crimes the majority of 
the United States now believes aren't 
crimes at all. 

“The state created this mess,” says 
Mastrine. “Now it’s time to fix it.”

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When 
Negligence 
‘Speaks 
For itself’ 


By Chris Dolan 


This week's question comes from Dawn E. 
in the Mission District, who asks: 


Q: “| live on 23rd Street near the construc- 
tion site where two pedestrians were in- 
jured after materials were blown off the job 
site and onto them as they were walking by 
on the sidewalk. It is unfathomable that this 
could happen. What is the law on a situa- 
tion like this?” 


A: Dawn, it may be hard to believe, but | 
have handled several similar cases. Under 
California law, every person is responsible 
for the management of his or her person 
and property. California Civil Code Section 
1714 reads: “Everyone Is responsible, not 
only for the result of his or her willful acts, 
but also for an injury occasioned to another 
by his or her want of ordinary care or skill in 
the management of his or her property or 
person, except so far as the latter has, will- 
fully or by want of ordinary care, brought 
the injury upon himself or herself.” 


This section embodies the foundation of 
a negligence action, which, essentially, is a 
claim that a person owed another a duty of 
care, that the duty was breached and that it 
caused a harm. Under the law, the harm 
must be foreseeable to occur If there was 
not adequate care taken. For example, if 
someone put out his or her trash lawfully on 
the sidewalk and a raccoon came by, 
knocked over the trash can and a glass jar 
rolled down the street, where It was run 
over by a car, causing a flat tire a block 
away and cauing the car to swerve Into the 
path of a bicyclist, who then swerved and 
hit a pedestrian ... the pedestrian would not 
have a claim against the homeowner, as the 
harm would not be reasonably foreseeable 
to the them when they put out the trash. 

When a party brings a lawsuit, they have 
burdens to meet in order to win the 
case. One burden we are all familiar with is 
the burden of proof. In a criminal case, the 
prosecutor must prove a case “beyond a 
reasonable doubt.” This is a very high bur- 
den. In acivil case, the burden Is a “prepon- 
derance of the evidence,” which is a fancy 
way of saying “more likely than not.” In ad- 
dition to this burden of proof, the party who 
has that burden also has the burden of pro- 
duction — they must produce evidence to 
meet their burden. 

There are certain instances in which it 
may be impossible for the party with the 
burden to prove what happened because 
the defendant may be the only one who was 
in possession of that evidence and, for 
some reason, whatever happened cannot

be demonstrated. In some circum- 
stances, the harm is something that 
cannot generally occur in the absence 
of negligence and, in such cases, there 
is a doctrine under the law called “res 
ipsa loquitur,” Latin for “the thing 
speaks for Itself.” 

In 1928 the California Supreme 
Court, in the case of Michener v. Hutton 
applied the doctrine of res ipsa /oguitur 
to acase of a falling object. The defen- 
dant, Hutton, was a plumbing contrac- 
tor, and his employee had done work on 
a vent pipe, which included a series of 
cast Iron sections held together at the 
joints with a form of weld. The employ- 
ees of the plumbing contractor had 
welded some, but not all, of the 
joints. The following day, a carpenter 
was working below when suddenly a 
length of pipe fell from above, where no 
one was working, and struck him on the 
shoulder. Being unable, from the very nature 
of the accident, to account for the cause of 
the fallen piece of pipe, the plaintiff “sum- 


moned to his aid” the doctrine of res ipsa /o- 


guitur. 

The Supreme Court set forth the general 
rule: “While it is true, as a general principle, 
that mere proof of the occurrence of an ac- 
cident raises no presumption of negligence, 
yet there is a class of cases where this prin- 
ciple does not govern — cases where the 
accident is such as, in the ordinary course of 
things, would not have happened If proper 
care had been used. In such cases the 
maxim, res ipsa /oqguitur, \s held to apply, 
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In some cases, when something that 
cannot generally occur in the absence of 
negligence happens, there is a doctrine 
under the law called “res ipsa loquitur,” 
Latin for “the thing speaks for itself.” 





and It is presumed, in the absence of expla- 
nation by the defendant, that the accident 
arose from want of reasonable care.” 

The facts presented by the falling debris 
from this construction site appear to bring it 
within the application of this principle. The 


materials were located on the job site at the 


time they fell, and it was the construction 


workers’ duty to handle them in a manner to 


avoid harm to others. Therefore, it appears 
to me that there would be a presumption of 
negligence affecting both the burden of 
proof and production shifting the burden of 
production onto the defendant to rebut the 
presumption. 

In these cases, we often start by naming 
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the general contractor as the defendant, as 
they ultimately have overall responsibility 
and control over the safety of the job 


site. As the facts develop through discovery, 


the general contractor will often name a 
subcontractor as a cross defendant 
whose materials may not have been prop- 
erly secured. We will often name them, too, 
as a previously unknown party identified as 
a “John Doe” in the beginning of the case. 

| hope this answers your question and 
that the injured people recover soon.

What's it like for a band's members to live in three separate cities?

Philip Slabber is packing for a 
trip to Tasmania. 

There, the guitarist for Crooked 
Colours, an electronic trio whose mem- 
bers live in different parts of Australia, 
will reunite with his bandmates to play 
Party in the Paddock, a four-day music 
festival on the island. 

“It’s big in the sense that it’s three 
days of camping, but I think it’s still 
coming up, so it’s not massive yet,” 
Slabber tells SF Weekly. “They have that 
aim of becoming one of the really big 
camping ones, but at the moment it’s 


indie tastemaker-ish.” 

That’s essentially a parallel to Crook- 
ed Colours’ own career. Although the 
Pacific Ocean hasn’t sent much of an 
atmospheric river of storms to Cali- 
fornia this winter, there seems to bea 
wormhole by which the seventh conti- 
nent transports one excellent act after 
another to the U.S., starting with Cut 
Copy and extending to Tame Impala, 
Flume, Nick Murphy/Chet Faker, Tash 
Sultana, Jagwar Ma, and others. On the 
strength of a single full-length, 2017's 
Vera, plus some remixes, the band has 
acquired a reputation for that precise 
festival-friendly sound that makes you 
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want to get outside and frolic in maxi- 
mum sunlight. 

Touring in support of RUFUS — 
another major Aussie trio that Slabber 
calls “fucking legends who are very 
good at what they do” — was cer- 
tainly a boost. You can hear shades of 
RUFUS’s “Innerbloom” in Crooked Co- 
lours’ six-minute “Perfect Run,” album 
closers whose placement in a live per- 
formance governs the crescendo and 
decrescendo of the entire set. 

But Crooked Colours is also nota- 
ble in that its members live in three 
separate cities: Perth, Melbourne, and 
Sydney. To Americans, that might not 
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sound that unusual, but it’s roughly the 
equivalent of San Francisco, Atlanta, 
and New York. Further, while most U.S. 
indie acts bolt their hometowns and 
flee to Brooklyn or Los Angeles at the 
first sign of success, Slabber and band- 
mates Leon Debaughn and Liam Mer- 
rett-Park split. In the early days, they’d 
been living together in one house in the 
impossibly named Western Australia 
suburb of Secret Harbour. 

“We write separately,” Slabber says. 
“It’s better than when we're all in the 
same room together. We do our sepa- 
rate bits and send them across, which 
works really well, and when it comes to 





touring time we'll just meet in which- 
ever city before and it’s always good 
to catch up. We never get tired of each 
other.” 

Thais process encourages healthy 
competition. 

“It’s always easier to do an experi- 
ment and fuck around and do different 
things when there’s not someone 
watching you,’ Slabber says.

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FEELS’ California Dream 


The rising garage-punk quartet know where they come from.

FEELS work fast. 


As in, the four-piece recorded its 
bruising self-titled 2016 debut in a 
single day. For its sophomore record, 
due out this fall, the band took its 
time and spent an entire six days 
recording in a studio in Grass Valley 
— an exorbitant amount of time by 
comparison. 

But process matches content, and 
that’s not to say FEELS’ music sounds 
rushed as much as it does forceful, 
unapologetic, and driven. This is fully 
formed half-garage, half-punk, prone 
to melodic-pop moments even when 
the band delivers them at a breakneck 
speed. Not unlike contemporaries L.A. 
Witch or Death Valley Girls, FEELS are 
indebted to Wire, Richard Hell, and 
John Dwyer’s Oh Sees, audibly tap- 
ping into the California garage tradi- 
tion with both the record’s melodicism 

and immediacy. (Producer Ty Segall’s

fingerprints show on every scuzzy gui- 
tar lick and tidal wave of reverb.) 

But it would be strange to expect 
a California garage band to avoid 
this tradition, especially one whose 
members are born and bred Angele- 
nos weaned on Southern California’s 
DIY and punk scenes. But while those 
scenes have shifted and many of the 
venues that housed them shuttered in 
recent years — DIY venues are noto- 
riously temporary — FEELS haven't 
lost faith in the culture’s potential or 
longevity. 

“The punk warehouses have always 
come, gone, and then reappeared 
somewhere else. The Smell is still The 
Smell,” frontwoman Laena Geronimo 
says. “The sense of communal support 
just keeps burning brighter.” 

“T went to a generator show recently 
that was in the woods in the Angeles 
Crest forest,” bassist Amy Allen adds. “I 
hope to see more of that.” 

FEELS’ optimism is hardly the 





norm in the discourse surrounding DIY 
and artist-run spaces in recent years, 
especially in the wake of the unantici- 
pated venue closures that followed the 
Ghost Ship tragedy. But this optimism 
perhaps stems from FEELS’ overall 
positive attitude about making music 
and sharing it with others. Geronimo, 
a classically trained violinist, describes 
herself as “obsessed” with songwriting. 

She’s not alone. All of FEELS’ mem- 
bers juggle side projects, musical and 
otherwise. Geronimo plays in Numb.er 
as well as a project with her boyfriend 
called Urgent Care, and writes her own 
solo work. Guitarist Shannon Lay re- 
cently released and toured on her own 
solo record, Living Water. Allen works 
as an apprentice knife-maker and de- 
signs a line of handmade chains called 
The Psycho Snake. 

“The key to collective success is 
to maintain time for one’s individual 
needs,” Allen says. 

“It takes the ego out of the room 


New Year's Day release POST- is apoignant and pointed protest album.

On Jan. 1, when most of the 
American populace was nursing a hang- 
over and ruing the decisions they made 
the night prior, Jeff Rosenstock un- 
leashed a coup. 

While we all stumbled into the 
New Year, Rosenstock — a veteran 
DIY rocker — released POST-, the 
most rousing and inspired recording 
of his lengthy career. An eccentric 
album comprised of post-punk, 
power-pop, ambient, and space-rock 
numbers, POST- was 2018's opening 
salvo against the bloated and bullying 
powers-that-be. 

“T really felt like it was an album I 
needed to release on the first day of 
the year,” says Rosenstock, who plays 
the Great American Music Hall Feb. 
22. “Tam a punk rocker for life, and I 
just feel like punk is more acute now. 

It is more than a philosophy at this 


point. We are the starting point in 
this fight.” 

There is no mystery who Rosen- 
stock is railing against — we'll give 
you a hint: He’s orange and weighs 
“239 pounds” — but POST- is not 
some aimless, shallow screed that 
regurgitates the same tired talking 
points. And it is not filled with 
blink-and-you-miss it, power-chord 
refrains. It is a deeply ambitious proj- 
ect — Rosenstock’s magnum opus, in 
a career that dates back more than 20 
years and includes stints with the Ar- 
rogant Sons of Bitches and Bomb the 
Music Industry! 

After a brief spoken-word record- 
ing, the album kicks off with “USA,” 
a weaving, byzantine offering that 
begins as a mile-a-minute punk rock 
song before devolving into a drone-y, 
slowcore piece. “TV Stars” is a multi- 
suite song, split between a piano 
ballad and a soaring Oasis-infused 


Britpop jam. “9/10” is a gorgeous 
soft-rock tune, and “Beating My Head 
Against a Wall” is a blistering power 
pop-punk track that would be per- 
fect on a Ramones or Replacements 
album. 

Mirroring the ebb and flow of the 
music, Rosenstock’s lyrics convey 
an array of emotions and feelings. 

If POST- were simply a collection of 
“we re not going to take it” songs, it 
would still be a fine release, but Ro- 
senstock imbues the album with deep 
pathos, channeling the hopelessness 
of us regular folks. On “Yr Throat,” 
Rosenstock loudly asks, “What’s the 
point of having a voice / When it gets 
stuck inside your throat?” and “Power- 
lessness” explores the paralyzing fear 
that accompanies everyday anxiety. 

“T usually write lyrics when I’m 
stressed the fuck out,” says Rosenstock. 
“And I think that is reflected in this 
album.” 





and allows us to combine our ideas 
without having something to prove 
individually,” Geronimo adds. “FEELS 
gets first dibs on all my best ideas, so 
it’s all good.” 

Expect to hear those ideas on the 
forthcoming album and live on the 
coinciding tours. Piling into the van 
will be a return to order for the band 
that has yet to lose its taste for the 
road. (“Being on the road can feel a lot 
more sane than being home,” Geroni- 
mo says.)

Dexterous and manic, the hip-hop producer is the very definition of multifaceted.

In Our Vinyl Weighs a Ton: This 
Is Stones Throw Records, a 2013 docu- 
mentary about the eclectic hip-hop la- 
bel, then-rising hip-hop producer 
Madlib is portrayed as perhaps the 
only beatmaker who could hold his 
own alongside the late, great — and 
famously reclusive — J-Dilla. The film 
digs into the relationship between the 
pair, particularly the release of their 
2003 cult-classic collaboration album, 
Champion Sound, under the Jaylib 
moniker. It marked a rare moment, 
when J-Dilla — widely considered to 
be the most influential producer of 
hip-hop’s golden age — found a con- 
temporary who was as dexterous, 
manic, and laser-focused on the 
boards as he was. And for Madlib, 
born Otis Jackson Jr. in Oxnard, Ca- 
lif., Jaylib was just one of the first of 
many collaborations and incarnations 
of his musical mind. 

Madlib is in fact the very defini- 
tion of multifaceted. The number 
(and names) of the projects he’s 
helmed in the past 20 years is equal 

parts daunting and downright 
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intriguing. On 2004’s Madvillain, he 
teamed with rapper MF Doom fora 
jazz-tinged hip-hop concept album 
about a rap supervillain with fierce 
lyrical skills. The Yesterday’s New 
Quintet project is an electronically 
minded jazz quintet made up of 
Madlib alter egos and imaginative 
players who once released an album 
of Stevie Wonder instrumentals, the 
aptly named Stevie Vol. 1. On Shades 
of Blue, Madlib “invaded” the Blue 
Note Records vaults, reviving label 
classics from the likes of Donald 
Byrd, Herbie Hancock, and includ- 
ing a masterful retooling of Bobby 
Hutcherson’s “Montara.” 

A well-established hip-hop pro- 
duction force and, quite frankly, 
a crate-digging demigod by 2010, 
Madlib began working on his Madlib 
Medicine Show. The project yielded 
13 albums, and saw the producer 
delving deeper into jazz, funk, and 
soul samples, along with deeper 
explorations of the music of Brazil, 
Africa, Jamaica, and beyond. (He 
makes a rare Bay Area appearance 
on Feb. 22, for a DJ set at 1015 Fol- 
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som.) Cocaine Pinata, with a 2014 ef- 
fort with rapper Freddie Gibbs, saw 
him gain more mainstream acclaim, 
and he then released his most com- 
mercial composition to date, pro- 
ducing the cognac-soaked “No More 
Parties in L.A.” with Kanye West and 
Kendrick Lamar off of West’s The 
Life of Pablo. (And yes, Madlib is also 
slated to produce the long-awaited 
Black Star album.) 

You get the idea, right? Madlib, 
behind some of the greatest jazz-in- 
fused hip-hop records of all-time, 
is as prolific as they come. Few pro- 
ducers of the last 20 years have been 
this revered. The man deserves every 
ounce of credit for keeping hip-hop’s 
palette focused on the classics. One 
might even say that since Dilla’s all- 
too-soon passing in 2006, Madlib 
has assumed the role of hip-hop 
production’s guiding hand. Nobody 
else was fit to bear the torch. Dilla 
would agree.

When Mister Heavenly formed 
in 2010, there was no genre that de- 
scribed its music, so the members 
created their own. “Doom Wop’ is a 
category that strives to contain the 
fitful guitars, howling vocals, and 
’60s-pop sensibilities that marinate 
into an aggressive yet danceable 
melée of noise on the band’s debut, 
Out of Love, and last fall’s Boxing the 
Moonlight. 

Representing the combined 
talents of Man Man’s Honus Honus 
(aka Ryan Kattner) and Nick Thor- 
burn of The Unicorns and Islands, 
Mister Heavenly was mistaken 
as a gimmick when it burst onto 
the scene with actor Michael Cera 
manning bass duties. However, any 
locals who attended the third-ever 
live performance at San Francisco’s 
Café du Nord were quickly con- 
vinced otherwise. 

Did Cera crack a few Full House 
jokes? Sure, but he admirably filled 
his role as one-fourth of a band 
that rightful deserves the overused 
descriptor of “supergroup.” 

Kattner and Thorburn are in- 
novative, eclectic musicians who 
approach pop rock like surgery, 
extracting the glands and testing 
the blood of those who have come 
before to create a Frankenstein’s 
monster that is half Phil Spector 
and half garage-rock. Part of the 
latter’s influence can perhaps be at- 
tributed to drummer Joe Plummer, 
best known for his eight-year run 
with Modest Mouse. 

Each of the three permanent 
members brings something differ- 
ent to the group, but heard togeth- 
er, it’s honestly hard to see how 

Mister Heavenly hasn’t become 
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their primary project. These guys 
are just made for each other. 

As a trio — Cera departed after 
the initial tour — Mister Heavenly 
is like a tropical cocktail spiked with 
absinthe. On tracks like “Harm 
You,’ they expertly employ harmo- 
nies to tap into the sweeter side 
of the pre-Beatles pop soundscape 
they most heavily draw from. Yet 
there is also something menacing 
in many of their songs, a ferocious- 
ness that may be played by Kat- 
tner’s growl or the moan of a bass 
but which regardless of a form adds 
a hearty gravitas to their work. 

The pain of supergroups comes 
from never knowing just how long 
they'll last. With Cera, it was only 
a matter of time before a new 
season of Arrested Development or 
the temptation of an Aaron Sorkin 
script came calling. Luckily for all of 
us, the end of Cera’s tenure has not 
spelled the end of Mister Heavenly, 
which has welcomed bassist Brett 
Morris — who some readers may 
know as the head engineer of come- 
dy podcast powerhouse Earwolf. 

Once again a quartet, Mister 
Heavenly is a reflection of why 
Noise Pop is a crown jewel of San 
Francisco’s musical calendar. While 
the band may now be forced to 
draw their one-liners from Fuller 
House, their intoxicating blend of 
brilliant hooks and oddball arrange- 
ments returns intact and ready for 
responsible consumption.

Musician PhilElverum confronts the death of his wife 
ina beautifully painful manner. 


Phil Elverum of 
Mount Eerie 
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By Will Reisman 


Last month, Phil Elverum — 
who records under the moniker 
Mount Eerie — released “Distortion,” 
an ominous, 11-minute waltz through 
loss, pain, and acceptance. 

It was the latest heartbreaking 
attempt from Elverum to come to 
grips with the sudden passing of 
his wife, Geneviéve Castrée, whose 
death in 2016 inspired Mount Eerie’s 
hauntingly gorgeous album, A Crow 
Looked at Me. 

“All I want is to write about some- 
thing else,” says Elverum, who plays 
two shows at the Swedish American 
Hall on Feb. 22 as part of the 2018 
Noise Pop festival. “But I have to be 
authentic to myself. This is where I 
am. This is all I can do.” 

One of the most critically ac- 
claimed albums of last year — a 
reaction that Elverum finds almost 
absurd — listening to A Crow Looked 
at Me can feel voyeuristic, as it paints 
a devastating portrait of death and 
mourning. The lyrics are direct, na- 
ked, and unsparing. 

“Writing like that was the only 
way that felt appropriate and real for 
me,” says Elverum, who first rose to 
prominence as the creative visionary 
and founder of the indie band The 
Microphones. “It felt like decoration 

and metaphor were cowardly and 


pointless.” 

Castrée passed away from 
pancreatic cancer, less than a 
year after the birth of the cou- 
ple’s daughter. The death came 
as a complete shock — the 
cancer diagnosis was delivered 
during a standard postpartum 
checkup — and Elverum has 
not shied away from addressing 
the matter, both in his art and 
in his dealings with the public. 

He says he is typically a 
very internal person, and con- 
fronting the pain in such an 
open fashion has been both a 
challenging and illuminating 
process. On “Real Death,” the 
opening track of A Crow Looked 
At Me, Elverum acknowledges 
the surreal nature of his art, 
noting that death is “not for 
singing about.” 

“T knew that there were con- 
tradictions, and it felt strange 
and wrong in a lot of ways,” Elverum 
says of making A Crow Looked at Me. 
“But it also felt mandatory.” 

Although he has posted about his 
depression in the past on social me- 
dia, Elverum said he is feeling better 
now. He is set to release a new album, 
Now Only, in March, a successor to 
A Crow Looked At Me. He recently 
wrapped up a tour of Australia, and 
has a few shows lined up in 2018, 
but for the most part, he plans to 
take it easy, focusing on building a 
new home and raising his 2-year-old 
daughter. 

In the interim, he will continue 
to create art that honors his late 
wife. He said the songwriting process 
is cathartic, but not violently so, 
and he still has more to say on the 
subject of her death. And pursuing 
those artistic endeavors offers him 
a brief portal back to their moments 
together. 

“Tt feels like ’'m hanging out with 
Genevieve when I’m singing those 
songs or working on new ones,” says 
Elverum. “It feels like going to the 
place where she still is.”

San Fermin 


The chamber-pop band is set to cast a spell with Magik*Magik Orchestra.

Noise Pop is a place where 
magic happens. No, the odds of Be- 
yoncé hopping on stage aren't high, 
but the festival is rife with unex- 
pected collaborations and dream bills 
stacked with artists that are meant to 
perform together. In 2018, one such 
highlight is the union of Brooklyn’s 
San Fermin with the Bay Area’s own 
Magik*Magik Orchestra. 

San Fermin frontman Ellis 
Ludwig-Leone knows the value of 
surrounding oneself with the right 
talent. The eight-person band has 
no fat to trim, with everyone from 
standout vocalist Charlene Kaye 
to trumpet maestro John Brandon 
adding something to the moody 
but spirited songcraft. Allen Tate’s 
rich baritone serves in much the 
same way Matt Berninger anchors 
the work of The National, a specter 
of gloom in constant search of the 
beauty just beyond. 

Since forming in 2013, San 
Fermin has delivered three albums, 
each one a carefully crafted arrange- 
ment that never favors one element 
over another. On “Bar,” the boom 
of Tate’s voice dissolves into elevat- 
ed strings that seamlessly weave 
through a sublime crescendo of fe- 
male harmonies. Meanwhile “Para- 
sites” — the first single from 2015’s 
Jackrabbit — opens with Kaye’s 
hushed warnings before splitting 
open into an electro-hoedown that 
also dabbles in moments of gospel 
and a saxophone solo. 

A true chamber-pop outfit, there 
are few artists that could add much 
more to the layered sound San 
Fermin crafted — but Minna Choi's 
Magik*Magik Orchestra is one of 
them. 

A staple of Noise Pop, the “made- 
to-order” orchestra has previously 
performed with the likes of Death 
Cab for Cutie, The Dodos, and Radio- 
head’s Jonny Greenwood. As artistic 
director, Choi has an uncanny ability 
to discern the perfect formula for 
blending symphonic elements into 
other mediums of music. It’s why 
Pop Up Magazine wisely uses the 
Magik*Magik Orchestra for all its 
shows and why this forthcoming 
collaboration with San Fermin has 
expectations running sky high. 

If you sense a bit of circa-IIlinois 

Sufjan Stevens in the proceedings,

don’t mistake it for coincidence. Be- 
fore San Fermin began, Ludwig-Le- 
one worked with composer Nico 
Muhly, who himself worked with 
Stevens and other avant-pop acts 
like Dirty Projectors and Antony and 
the Johnsons. While his eventual 
band’s sound would unmistakably 
owe a debt to these acts, the sound 
of San Fermin was one wholly of its 
own. 

However, just as Stevens required 
help from symphonies to bring some 
of his more ambitious works to life, 
San Fermin will now also turn toa 
orchestra to punctuate this one-off 
performance. What precise shape 
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this union will take is hard to say. 
What we know is that all the ingre- 
dients are present for a sumptuous 
feast of the ears that Noise Pop 
continues to serve on the festival’s 
menu year after year. 

As the bows prepare to rise, there 
is no telling what musical sorcery 
might transpire — only that magic 
of the rarest kind will soon permeate 
the air.

The 23-year-old wunderkind with the remarkable countertenor had a rough patch, but he's back.

The first time I saw Shamir 
Bailey on stage was at the 2015 Treasure 
Island Music Festival, where the then- 
21-year-old exuded a cool confidence, se- 
cure in the knowledge that he’d achieved 
quite a bit in a compact time frame. Af- 
ter the success of his first full-length al- 
bum, Ratchet, the future looked rosy for 
the Las Vegas native. His arresting 
self-presentation and expressive up- 
per-register vocals make him a natural 
fit for a cultural moment where bound- 
ary-busting and unclassifiability were 
ascendant. 

But apart from his incredible jacket 
and the way he moved his head, what 
struck me most about Shamir’s perfor- 
mance was that he smoked on stage. 
Smoking cigarettes can mean noncha- 
lance or it can mean anxiety, and the 
latter emotion was already taking hold 
— and that pretty countertenor voice 
might be more vulnerable to polyps 
and swollen vocal cords than most. 
Having played at venues that watched 
him like a hawk when he was under 21 
made the craving for artistic freedom 
acute. But instant success — stardom 
isn’t quite the right word — meant the 
industry began to exert greater, not 
lesser, control over his career. 

Ratchet’s dance-pop sensibilities 
were not what Shamir wanted to be 
tethered to, but the suits wanted him 
to make the equivalent of Ratchet 2, 
and quickly. A few weeks after Trea- 
sure Island, Shamir went into what he 
later called a dissociative state during 
a performance on The Late Show with 
Stephen Colbert, when the host in- 
troduced him as a “rapper.” He went 
on tour, moved to Philadelphia, and 
sought treatment for bipolar disorder 
before putting out an anti-Ratchet al- 
bum, Hope, last spring. He’d recorded 
it in a single weekend. Ultimately, his 
label dropped him and he almost quit 
music altogether. 

But Shamir quickly recorded a third 
album. Revelations was released in No- 
vember, less than seven months after 
Hope. Working in bursts was not the 
plan, although moving toward an inti- 
mate, bedroom sound certainly was. 

“It’s some kind of universal elemen- 
tal thing,” Shamir says. “After Ratchet, 
every single time I tried to make music 
in a collaborative effort it just didn’t 
work out for whatever reason, you 
know? A lot of times, it had nothing to 
do with me, it was other people. 

“T was just kind of putting my foot 
down about my unorthodox ideas,” 
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he adds, “which I don’t think were 
even that unorthodox. But I wanted 
to stay away from a straightforward 
sound, you know? I think a lot of my 
ideas weirded out a lot of people to 
the point that they didn’t want to 
keep working with me or release the 
stuff I was working on, so I was kind 
of pushed to a point where I had to do 
everything myself out of necessity.” 
Being young, Black, queer, and 
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femme meant fewer people took him 
seriously, he says. But Hope and Rev- 
elations were cathartic — even if the 
possibility of a negative reaction was 
terrifying. 

“T was very positive people were 
going to absolutely hate it,” he says of 
Hope. “I thought that it was going to 
be this thing that I did that felt very 
true to myself and that I put my heart 
and soul into — but at the same time 
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wasn’t what people expected or were 
used to from me. And it was such a 
huge change, a complete 180.” 

But not everything’s changed. 
Notably, his set at Rickshaw Stop is 
all-ages, because he refused to play a 
21-and-over show when he was un- 
der 21, occasionally accepting drink 
tickets from venues that simply as- 
sumed he was of age and biding his 
time when they knew the truth and 
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stopped him. 

“T don’t need to get mad,” he says 
of venues that did their homework. 
“They’re just doing their job. I just 
spike a water bottle. I can be discreet.”

The crack of the bat is back, as 
pitchers and catchers have already re- 
ported for Giants spring training. If 
you ve got baseball on the brain, anew 
historical exhibit at the $.E Public Li- 
brary will give you goosebumps with its 
mind-blowing array of artifacts and his- 
torical items from some of baseball’s 
most significant African-American play- 
ers and beloved hellraisers. 

“We're looking at the Colin Kaeper- 
nicks in baseball history,” baseball his- 
torian and University of San Francisco 
professor Robert Elias tells SF Weekly. 
Elias refers to the players examined 
in his forthcoming book Rebels of the 
Diamond, but the same can be said for 
many of the 50 years’ worth of status 
quo-crushing Black baseball players 
in the library’s series of exhibits and 
events, “A Game of Color: The Afri- 
can-American Experience in Baseball.” 

Black History Month often ac- 
knowledges Jackie Robinson as the 
first African-American player in Major 
League Baseball (MLB). But another 
Black man beat him to the plate 63 
years before Robinson’s historic 1947 
Brooklyn Dodgers debut. 

“The attempts to integrate baseball

started in the 1860s — not the 1960s, 
the 1860s,” Elias says. His Feb. 21 
presentation will explore the story of 
Moses Fleetwood Walker, a barehand 
catcher (!) who played five months in 
the majors in 1884 after his minor 
league team was incorporated into 
what we now call the National League. 

Jim Crow culture relegated Walker 
to a temporary glitch in the 19th-cen- 
tury racism matrix. But African-Amer- 
ican players still gave baseball some of 
its greatest stories. 

The very hair curlers worn by Dock 
Ellis, known for pitching a no-hitter 
while tripping on 
acid, are featured 
in the exhibit. Ellis 
was not wearing 
them at the time of 
his legendary 1970 
LSD no-hitter, as 
he did not adopt 
the look until the 
1973 season. 

The hair rollers 
drew a furious 
rebuke from then- 
MLB commissioner Bowie Kuhn, ina 
letter whose original version is also on 
display at this exhibit. 

“Dear Mr. Ellis,” the letter says. “I

recently received a photo depicting you 
on a Major League Baseball field, and it 
is clearly evident that you are wearing 
hair curlers under your cap. 

“T have no interest in interfering 
with the individual expression of Ma- 
jor League Baseball players, as long as 
their behavior and appearance are not 
foolish,” the commissioner fumes. “I 
urge you to discontinue wearing hair 
curlers.” 

Ellis felt the sweat that collected 
around his curlers could be used for a 
spitball-like throw colloquially known 
as the ‘Jheri curve.” But hair curlers 
were also a Black Pride fashion symbol 
of the era, and Major League Baseball 
wanted none of that. 

“In the ’60s and 70s, the 
counterculture began to have 
an impact on what was going 
on in the game,” says Terry 
Cannon, executive director of 
the Baseball Reliquary, who 
teamed with the Institute of 
Baseball Studies to put to- 
gether this exhibit. “With the 
Black Power movement and the 
changes going on in society, 
now all of a sudden you had 
these Black ballplayers who 
spoke their mind. Baseball had 
to deal with that.” 

Baseball historians have 
questioned Ellis’ claim that he 
was high on LSD for his histor- 
ic 1970 no-hitter that has been 
the subject of films and “dock- 
umentaries.” 

“A lot of people have spec- 
ulated — did he really throw 
that game on acid?” Cannon 
says. “Nobody knows. Dock 
said he did, but he was a great 
storyteller.” 

“If somebody were to come in today 
and present irrefutable evidence that 
Dock Ellis did not throw a no-hitter on 
acid, I think that 
would be a loss for 
baseball,” Cannon 
tells SF Weekly. 
“These wonderful 
stories are part of 
the great lore.” 

For Giants fans, 
there’s no better 
story than “The 
Say Hey Kid” Willie 
Mays. His statue 
sits at the front 
of AT&T Park and the World Series 
MVP Award is named for him. But 
Mays started his career humbly in the 
Negro Leagues, a “separate but equal” 


construct born of Major League Base- 
ball’s gentlemen’s agreement to never 
employ Black players. 

Mays played for a Negro League 
team in 1947 while he was still in high 
school, and became a phenomenon for 
Alabama’s Birmingham Black Barons. 
Replicas of Mays’ Black Barons ball cap 
and jersey are part of the exhibit, as is 
a dream alternate-reality scenario that 
could have come true for Giants fans. 
All-time great Hank Aaron almost 
came to the Giants with Willie Mays. 

“It was a $50-a-month difference 
in what the Braves offered versus the 
Giants,’ Cannon points out. “If the 
New York Giants had upped the ante, 
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Baseball Reliquary. Dock Hair Curlers 


you could have had Aaron and Mays 
patrolling the same outfield.” 

The Giants moved to San Francisco 
in 1958, four years after Aaron’s Major 
League debut and Mays’ return from 
the Korean War. 

“These two icons of baseball could 
have been teammates,’ Cannon says. 

Additionally, the Negro Leagues 
were not the typical lesser-equivalent 
of the Jim Crow era. 

“A lot of these Negro League 
teams were playing in Major League 
ballparks,” Cannon tells SF Weekly. 
“These games were well-attended. The 
attendance figures for [Negro league 
All-Star] games surpassed the Major 
League Baseball All-Star games.” 

Jackie Robinson was of course the 
most significant figure, coming up 
from those Negro Leagues to break 
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the color barrier in 1947. The exhibit 
includes Robinson in several memora- 
bilia cases and presentations. 

“He laid the foundation for not only 
Blacks getting into baseball, but all 
sports, Cannon says. “He contributed 
a lot to the civil rights movement. 
Martin Luther King said that he would 
never have been able to accomplish 
half of what he did had it not been for 
the groundbreaking work of Jackie 
Robinson.” 

Robinson’s entrance to the Major 
League is seen as a breakthrough mo- 
ment, but it was just as definitive for 
its racist cultural response to him. The 
constant fan taunts directed at Rob- 
inson were notoriously ugly, and 
Black players still couldn’t stay in 
hotels with their teammates. 

“When Jackie Robinson 
signed, it didn’t open the flood- 
gate for African-American play- 
ers, Cannon says. “The Yankees 
didn’t integrate until the ’50s. 
The Boston Red Sox didn’t inte- 
grate until 1959. We're talking 12 
years later.” 

Robinson is celebrated as a 
feel-good story, as Major League 
Baseball has retired his No. 42 
and gives him all manner of 
annual acknowledgements. But 
today’s league is more interested 
in celebrating his example than 
following it. 

“While Robinson’s break- 
through was historic, he would 
have been shocked to see MLB 
now having less than 8 percent 
African-American [players],” Elias 
points out, noting the game also 
has fewer Blacks in management 
and executive positions than pro 
basketball or football. “In the mid-’70s, 
African-Americans made up 25 to 27 
percent of MLB players. 

“MLB celebrates Robinson, but it 
has pursued a very lackluster effort 
to get African-Americans back into 
baseball, signaling that it really doesn’t 
care,’ he adds. 

But anyone would be moved by 
the artifacts, ephemera, and epic old- 
time baseball stories that make up the 
library’s “Game of Color” exhibit. The 
historical presentations switch-hit 
from hilarious to heartbreaking to 
inspiring, and underscore how Major 
League Baseball of today could use a 
little more color commentary.

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Age of Consent

In January, when a woman ac- 
cused actor Aziz Ansari of pressuring her 
into sexual acts, it stoked an already 
white-hot national conversation about 
consent and sexuality. But Oakland 
writer and activist Kitty Stryker, who re- 
leased Ask: Building Consent Culture late 
last year, has been studying the nit- 
ty-gritty of consent for years. 

Stryker is a former pro domme, 
porn star, and escort. Four years ago, 
she founded a website for LGBT, kinky, 
and polyamorous folks craving a more 
nuanced and thoughtful approach 
— what she calls “sex-critical” — to 
consent and relationships. She’s also 
involved with anti-fascist activism 
in the Bay Area, and co-founded the 
leftist protest group 
Struggalo Circus, an 
offshoot of the Insane 
Clown Posse-adjacent 
Juggalo movement. 

Stryker’s interest 
in consent culture, 
though, came after a 
conversation with a 
friend in the local kink 
community during 
a night of wine and 
movies. 

“We started talking 
about times we had 
been assaulted but 
had dismissed that as 
part of the [BDSM] 
submissive experi- 
ence, she says. Even 
though the BDSM community is touted 
as one that’s very thoughtful about 
consent, that’s not the reality, she says. 
“There’s no consent culture there. Your 
sexuality is currency.” 

When Stryker started planning the 
anthology, she knew she wanted it to 
be written largely by marginalized folks 
— Black and brown writers, as well as 
transgender and nonbinary individu- 
als. But most publishers rejected the 
concept, telling her that only a book 
featuring famous cisgender white fem- 
inists would make money. Ultimately, 
she found a home with Thorntree 
Press. At least half the anthology is au- 
thored by marginalized writers, though 
it’s bookended by two well-known 
white feminists: Laurie Penny and Car- 
ol Queen. 

She used Penny and Queen as a 
kind of “bait-and-switch,” she says, 

“to help get people to pay attention ... 
and expose them to things they aren't 
familiar with or wouldn't initially be 
attracted to.” 

Ask doesn’t restrict itself to what 
happens in the bedroom. It looks at 
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consent at school, in prisons, at work, 
at home, in the hospital, and in the 
world at-large. Essayists examine ideas 
like bodily autonomy for kids, teaching 
consent culture in schools, the ways in 
which fat women are granted less agen- 
cy, and what it’s like to give birth while 
Black — a minefield that tennis star 
Serena Williams recently wrote about, 
when she nearly died from a blood clot 
after the birth of her daughter. 

Ask isn't a how-to guide. Stryker 
wanted the book to be much more nu- 
anced and open-ended. 

“T felt it was important not to tell 
people how to feel or what to do,” she 
says. I don’t think there’s a one-size- 
fits-all solution to the issues brought 
up in the book.” 

Stryker will take the book on the 
road to the Pacific Northwest in March, 
including an intimate, daylong sympo- 
sium on consent March 10 in Portland. 
But she’s already thinking ahead to her 
next project: she'd like to produce a 
book about concepts of consent around 
the world, excluding Canada, the Unit- 
ed States, the United 
Kingdom, and likely 
Western Europe. 

Ideally, she’d hire 
editors from different 
parts of the globe to 
make sure she doesn't 
interfere with writers’ 
perspectives. 

“A lot of the way 
we talk about consent 
here is very Western, 
very white, and very 
heterosexual,” she 
says. ‘I’m curious to 
see how the idea reso- 
nates elsewhere.” 

Stryker says it’s 
been interesting 
watching mainstream 
society grapple with ideas of consent 
as more and more Hollywood men 
are outed for bad behavior and sexual 
assault. Although she’s glad people 
are feeling increasingly empowered to 
speak out, it’s painful for many survi- 
vors to cope with the constant barrage 
of new allegations. The ones she knows 
are tired and overwhelmed by it all, 
she says. 

At the same time, Stryker would 
like to see more perpetrators speaking 
up and admitting they have hurt peo- 
ple — before someone accuses them. 
And she’d like to see less criticism of 
the apologies that follow such accusa- 
tions. Our culture doesn't really teach 
people how to apologize gracefully or 
take responsibility for their actions; 
people need time to learn, she says. 

“It’s good that some of these men 
who have been called out in Hollywood 
are apologizing at all,” she says. “Yes, 
some have not really been apologies, 
but the fact that they’re not saying, 
‘This bitch is lying’ is huge, culturally.”

One of the joys of Wallace and Gromit cre- 
ator Nick Park’s best work has always 
been the utter Britishness of it, so it’s 
not surprising that what seems like it 
should be Park’s least culturally-specific 
film — his new prehistoric romp Early 
Man — turns out to be more British than 
a Beefeater washing down a scone witha 
pint of bitter before settling in to watch 
Eastenders. Dug (Eddie Redmayne) is a 
caveman who unwittingly leads his 
Stone Age tribe into a football match 
against a more advanced Bronze Age 
tribe, led by the extremely French Lord 
Nooth (Tom Hiddleston). Park pays 
homage to his own stop-motion ances- 
tors, particularly Willis O’Brien’s fighting 
dinosaurs in the 1925 The Lost World, in 
a prologue presented in a grainy style 
that the film unfortunately drops. De- 
spite the extensive digital work in the en- 
vironments, Early Man’s character 
animation still retains Park’s signature 
handmade feel; note how the fur of Dug’s 
tribe’s costumes are disturbed by an ani- 
mator’s fingers between every shot, a 
stop-motion artifact dating back to at 
least the 1933 King Kong. Both the story 
and the film itself are a trifle, but still, it’s 
a movie set in prehistoric times which is 
ultimately about a football rivalry be- 
tween England and France. Really, it 
doesn’t get more British than that.

Maysaloun Hamoud’s In Between is a 
story of three Palestinian women living 
in present-day Tel Aviv, although what 
they’re metaphorically “between” isn’t 
the Israeli-Palestinian conflict — which 
is hardly mentioned at all — but rather 
the fluctuating levels of agency and 
self-determination women are allowed. 
Leila (Mouna Hawa) is a criminal lawyer 
who knows how to rock a leather skirt, 
and who also enjoys nightclubbing and 
the occasional snort ’n’ shag. Her room-

mate Salma (Sana Jammelieh) is a DJ, 
chef, and bartender, and a closeted les- 
bian who hails from a liberal Christian 
family. Into their lives and apartment 
comes the modest, chador-wearing Noor 
(Shaden Kanboura), a devout Muslim 
woman soon to marry an even more de- 
vout Muslim man (Henry Andrawes). In 
a way, In Between caps an unintentional 
trilogy begun with current Oscar-con- 
tender The Breadwinner and the just-re- 
leased Tehran Taboo. The fully animated 
Breadwinner is about life for women un- 
der the Taliban in 2001 Afghanistan, 
whereas the rotoscoped Tehran Taboo 
looks at the e’er-so-slightly-less repres- 
sive regime of modern-day Ivan. But 
Hamoud’s entirely live-action picture 
shows a society that allows women more 
freedom, but which only makes the pit- 
falls and hypocrisies stand out more. It’s 
also worth noting that she received a 
fatwa and death threats for In Between, a 
clear sign she’s doing something right.

DOUBLE LOVER

After the relatively straightforward nar- 
rative styles of 2014’s Young and Beautiful 
and 2015’s The New Girlfriend, director 
Francois Ozon has been getting into a 
downright playful mood. His previous 
film, Frantz, was a black-and-white, occa- 
sionally experimental riff on Alfred 
Hitchcock’s Rebecca, so it makes logical 
sense that his new film Double Lover 
plays like a straight-up homage to Hitch- 
cock’s biggest disciple, Brian De Palma. 
Ozon is fascinated with themes of gen- 
der roles and sexual dynamics — much 
like Hitchcock and De Palma — but with- 
out their underlying misogyny and/or 
homophobia, so it’s a perfect match. The 
anorexic and depressed Chloé (Marine 
Vacth) enters into therapy with the 
kindly Paul (Jérémie Renier), and after 
deciding that she’s cured and they’re in 
love, they move in together. In spite of 
that totally wise and healthy decision, 


things go strange when Chloé begins to 
suspect Paul is living a double life. Double 
Lover is based on The Lives of Twins by 
Joyce Carol Oates writing under a pseud- 
onym, so themes of twinning and double 
identity are baked into the source mate- 
rial — and Ozon uses De Palma-esque 
split-screens and mirror imagery even 
before shit starts going truly bugfuck. 
There are also hints of body horror 
throughout, and if Ozon decides to go 
full-on Cronenberg with his next film, 
then the fun would truly be doubled. SC 


MOSTLY BRITISH FILM 
FESTIVAL 2018 


Starts Thursday at the Vogue Theater. 
As with all things, there are varying lev- 
els of Britishness. Nick Park’s Early Man, 
also opening this week, is super-hella 
British. But not quite as British is the 
10th edition of the self-proclaimed 
Mostly British Film Festival, which 
promises “the best in cinema from the 
U.K., Ireland, Australia, India, Canada, 
and New Zealand.” And other countries 
as well, as it turns out, but still, it’s 
mostly British. Setting aside that he’s 
Scottish, it doesn’t get much more 
(mostly) British than former Doctor Who 
lead David Tennant, who stars in the 
opening night feature Mad to Be Normal 
as R.D. Laing, a controversial psychia- 
trist beloved by the 1960s countercul- 
ture. Meanwhile, from Ireland — and on 
“Trish Night,” no less — comes Gerry Ho- 
ban’s documentary A Fanatic Heart, in 
which Sir Bob Geldof traces the life of 
W.B. Yeats, followed by an in-person 
Q&A with Geldof. Not especially British 
is Trevor White’s American indie A 
Crooked Somebody, starring Mad Men's 
Rich Sommer as a fake psychic who gets 
in over his head, and uber-American Ed 
Harris as his father. It also features na- 
tional treasures Amy Madigan and Clif- 
ton Collins Jr., as well as Downton 
Abbey’s Joanne Froggatt, who’s a guest 
of the festival and suggested this film’s 
inclusion. It’s good to be the ... um, what- 
ever she is on Downton Abbey. SC

I lived in the Castro for four 
years. I don’t live there anymore. There 
are things about it that I miss (Kite Hill, 
the ginkgos on my old street, riding the 
F-Market all the way to work) and things I 
don’t (a pet store with rude owners, 
Beaux). And as glad as I am that I don’t 
have to look at those spectacularly hid- 
eous gramophone art thingies while bik- 
ing to and from my house, the single 
worst thing about the Castro as a liveable 
neighborhood is its insane proliferation of 
empty storefronts. 

The situatino is most blatant around 
Church and Market streets, but almost 
every commercial block has a long-term 
vacancy — much of it due to one noto- 
riously quirky landlord and a cafe boom 
that fizzled. There are bright spots, 
of course: The Spaghetti Factory isn't 
closing, Espressamente Illy tentatively 
reopened, and maybe that proposed 
boutique hotel on 18th Street will be 
worthwhile. But for the whole time I 
lived there — for the whole time I’ve 
lived in San Francisco, really — it’s 
seemed as though the Castro has oper- 
ated well below capacity. And because 
it’s a nightlife destination with a unique 
LGBTQ culture, that state of affairs per- 
versely allows mediocrity to thrive. 

My instinct to cheerlead kicked 
in when | stepped into Botell6on for 
the first time. A triangular space next 
to Brewcade at the ground floor of a 
four-year-old condo building at Mar- 
ket, 16th, and Sanchez streets, it’s 
something of a cursed space. A Mexican 
restaurant called Hecho — originally 
Bandidos, until an outcry forced the 
owners to rethink that racially offen- 
sive name — later morphed into the 
more bar-like Hecho Cantina, which 
lasted only a few months. Along the 
way, there was a fire that also scorched 
Brewcade. 

I’m certain the taint of that ini- 
tial insensitivity lingered among a 
non-negligible part of the dining 
public, but it’s hard to pinpoint exactly 
what went wrong with Hecho. It wasn't 
too large, too expensive, too weird, or 
too anything. (Pivoting to “Hecho Can- 
tina” was probably a mistake, though. 
The food menu shrunk so dramatically 
that retaining such a similar name con- 
fused and annoyed people.) 

I’m dwelling on this point at such 
length because | want to get to the 
bottom of why the Castro’s restaurant 
scene is so fragile. It might be that the 
dilemma is actually very simple: If a 
restaurant is too derivative, the foodies 
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Lamb pops

may simply go elsewhere, but if you're 
too out-there, you'll repel the basic 
gays. 

I think Botellén, which is a project 
by the team behind Polk Street’s excel- 
lent Mezcalito, is positioned to do well. 
It’s a little slick — that row of restroom 
stalls in back is very club-like — but it’s 
probably as food-driven 
as a non-romantic restau- 
rant in an entertainment

some pickled vegetables 

and Asian pears. That’s 
a lot of action for less than $20. Three 
lamb pops with tzatziki, mint, and feta 
were competent but a little ordinary 
for $14, although for the same price, a 
leopard-spotted funghi pizza with an 
eminently satisfying array of toppings 
(including ricotta and plenty of garlic) 
is what I think will draw people in. You 
want the chew? It’s got the chew.

Cocktails are good-to-great. That 
julep-y Stranger was approachable 
and refreshing, although the tension 
between scotch and sugar in the $12 
Rice-a-Roni Negroni was a more adult 
plan of attack. The gin-and-pineapple 
A Bitter Batch was very good, although 
it didn’t mesh well with any particular 
dish. 

What I don’t get are some of the 
names. Why is it called Botell6n — 
Spanish for “big bottle” — when vir- 
tually nothing on the menu hails from 
any Spanish-speaking country? What 
does a Negroni made with scotch, dry 
vermouth, and Campari — technically 
an Old Pal — have to do with Rice-a- 
Roni? I would rather some of this glib 
inanity rein itself in, but Botellon 
accomplishes the atmosphere that 
the neighborhood needs right now. 
It’s grown-up enough to eat at after a 
movie at the Castro Theater and lively 
enough for to visit before going out. 
But if it doesn’t pan out, just don’t 
turn into Botellén Cantina.

In spite of living in a one-bed- 
room apartment, my boyfriend and I try 
to entertain as much as we can. Three or 
four times a year, we host a big giant 
shitshow where I invite people to bring 
Champagne from a shelf that you have to 
bend down to reach, and basically trash 
the place, civilly speaking. I usually spend 
the day before a party prepping, but you 
get a little cocky after doing it enough 
times, and for our holiday party last De- 
cember, I didn’t start cooking in earnest 
until about three hours before guest ar- 
rival. That was dumb. 

I don’t mind if people see me fran- 
tically perspire, but I want at least 
something plated before anyone shows 
up. (If I’ve once again bitten off more 
than I can chew, then they should have 
something to chew, too.) My reper- 
toire for big, sloppy gatherings is as 
immutable as it is unhealthful, mostly 
bacon, homemade cookies, cheese 
and charcuterie, a couple of frittatas, 
and something seasonal so it isn’t 
entirely predictable. One handy trick 
is to always have something that looks 
much harder to make than it is, so this 
Christmas, I made a ganache and rolled

it into truffles that I dusted with cocoa. 

On the whole, they were delicious 
— but also absolutely hideous. (If I’ve 
ever wrapped a gift for you, you know 
my fingers lack a certain finesse.) I was 
rushing, so misshapen lumps were 
probably inevitable, but several truffles 
also had a grainy texture that annoyed 
me. Since part of my job involves 
picking apart other people’s cooking, 
it’s only fair to savagely tear myself to 
shreds. 

So when Civic Kitchen opened in 
January and invited me and my boy- 
friend to sign up for a class, I jumped at 
“Custards, Curds, and Ganache,” that I 
might embiggen my ganache panache. 

[had no expectations of what the 
actual kitchen would be like, although 
I was reasonably certain it wouldn't 
have blurry figures scurrying in the 
background like you see on TV cooking 
programs. It does not, and the space at 
2961 Mission St. is handsome, having 
taken years to build out. Taught by 
pastry chef Sasha Crehan and Civic 
Kitchen co-founder and lead cooking 
instructor Jen Nurse, Custards, Curds, 
and Ganache was part of their “Learn 
to Bake Series,” for which four other 
students had signed up. People fret 
about class size in America’s schools, 
but unlike the 25 other children jockey- 
ing for the teacher’s attention when we 
were learning about subjects and pred- 
icates, learning to make lemon curd or 
salted butter caramel sauce with only a 
few other people is very helpful. 

“Our standard classes will always be 
maxed out at the 12 to 14 level, even 
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Ganache

though the kitchen is large,” Nurse told 
me, noting each session runs between 
$25 and $145. “We find that that’s 

the sweet spot for being able to spend 
that time and give that attention that’s 
needed in a hands-on intensive class.” 

The Civic Kitchen can hold up to 
65 people for private events and chef 
pop-ups, however. That night was the 
second class in the baking series, and 
after rolling out the pie and tart doughs 
the students had made and frozen 
the week before, everybody chose a 
different type of pie filling to create a 
finished dessert. (I got ganache, partly 
because by choosing an easier one I felt 
like I wasn’t stealing something from a 
fully enrolled student.) 

If you're averse to public embarrass- 
ment, know that Crehan and Nurse are 
exactly the right type of pedagogues, 
gently correcting errors in such a way 
that they make you feel like you side- 
stepped disaster but without the shame 
of having displeased a temperamental 
master chef. I hadn't rolled out dough 
in years, so it was a good reminder of 
the exactitude that baking demands. I'd 
never used pie weights before, either, 
and watching how uncooked beans gin- 
gerly dumped into a pie crust outper- 
form a gadget from Williams-Sonoma 
was illustrative. (It’s always refreshing 
to hear someone with expertise dis- 
courage newbies from making unneces- 
sary expenditures.) 

I could probably have Googled 
“how to make a smooth ganache” and 
gotten a finished product that looked 
much the same as the dessert yy p35 
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I made. But, as Nurse notes, there’s 
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although his portfolio includes more 
than just a little dishwashing. A 
co-founder of specialty shop The Japa- 
nese Pantry, Bonomo'’s culinary inter- 
ests show up in a retail area toward the 
front of the space.

Hungry? 
Eat smarter.

“As part of my research, I went 
to Poland on a vodka quest,” Rocket 
Vodka founder Dariusz Paczuski says of a 
2014 sabbatical he took from Silicon Val- 
ley. “Could I find a crusty old Polish dude 
making some amazing vodka that no- 
body had heard of and that I could essen- 
tially import — and change his life and 
mine?” 

But as with many quests, like Frodo 
succumbing to the power of the ring 
or the Griswold family breaking into 
Wally World, it didn’t turn out quite 
the way the hero intended. Paczuski is 
a Polish native who grew up in England 
and Norway while his parents, escap- 
ees from Communism who bribed 
their way out from behind the Iron 
Curtain, worked on cruise ships. He’d 
assumed potato vodka would be the 
way forward, but found his way to ap- 
ples, which nobody in Poland believed 
could yield a satisfactory spirit because 
they don’t have a sufficient quantity 
of sugar. 

“Poland was one of the largest, if 
not the largest, exporters of apples,” 
Paczuski says. “Putin had just put the 
kibosh on all these exports from Po- 
land, and there’s millions of apples rot- 
ting in warehouses. I thought I could 
be the long-lost son who comes back to 
Poland and saves the apple industry.” 

That didn’t quite happen, either, he 
says. For one, the cost and complexity 
of starting a new venture in Poland 
proved daunting, so he decided to set 
up shop in his own garage in Menlo 
Park, looking to emulate his father’s 
efforts at fermenting windfall ap-

Fujis, Granny Smiths, and 
Red Delicious generated 
less-than-palatable results, 
among them a watery let- 
down and a white bucket 
full of what was probably 
penicillin. 

But the micro-distillery 
boom was in full swing, so 
to produce Rocket Vodka, 
he partnered with Dry Dig- 
gings Distillery in El Dorado 
County, which is near Apple 
Hill — less a single rise in 
elevation than a collection 
of ranches that constitute 
California’s apple-growing 
country — and the Sierra 
Nevada, from which Rocket 
sources its water. 

“Given that my product 
requirements were strict 
about not adding sugar, the 
final formula the master 
distiller and I decided upon 
was a combination of apple 
juice and apple concen- 
trate,” he says. “So that was 
sort of how we got the right 
amount of apple on the 
nose and on the palate, and 
enough sugar to actually 
make a spirit.” 


Technically, adding sugar to vodka 
is not permitted in the U.S., but the 
resulting spirit is pomaceous in fla- 
vor, without floral notes or any of the 
freight-train quality some eaux-de-vie 
made from fruits possess. SF Weekly's 
home-laboratory taste tests deter- 
mined that a dry martini with a twist 


is a solid bet.

demographic that Paczuski wanted to 
attract. The name Rocket Vodka comes 
from Paczuski’s own nickname on the 
slopes, the Polish Rocket, with its 
connotation of accomplishment and 
excellence. A Gold Medal winner at the 
California Craft Spirits Competition 
for two years in a row, its “launch- 
pads” — Paczuski’s term for the bars 


the end of last year, largely 
on the strength of its aprés- 
ski appeal. 

Paczuski drinks it ina 
tumbler with a giant ice 
cube — “like whiskey,” he 
says — but also with grape- 
fruit or as a Hot Rocket 
Toddy made with warm 
Martinelli’s cider. But the 
best seller is a variation on 
a Mule, with ginger ale, a 
splash of apple cider, and 
an apple-slice garnish in a 
copper mug. 

Being of Eastern Eu- 
ropean descent, there are 
rituals around vodka that 
Paczuski would like to 
see make greater inroads 
in the U.S., specifically 
around food pairings. He 
recalls vodka shots served 
around the holidays along- 
side pickled mushrooms, 
smoked trout, and a kind 
of bacon fat with bits of 
bacon in it that his father 
would spread on toast. It’s 
a good way to capture some 
decadence for a spirit that 
has lost a fair amount of 
luster since the bourbon 
revolution deposed it. But Rocket, 
which sponsors half-marathons, proj- 
ects apple-cheeked vigor, not languid 
indolence. 

“People like me who are active and 
compete, we drink,” Paczuski says. “We 
just don’t binge-drink, and we drink 
quality products.”

Once a hip-hop ghost producer hidden in the shadows of Paris, Shiba San’s journey to becoming one of house music’s most 
sought-after artists did not happen overnight. His decade-plus production career in France's hip-hop scene enabled him to 
master every nuance of music before transitioning to house music under the Shiba San moniker, releasing his first single, 
2014's “Okay.” The song’s unique blend of house and hip-hop elements led it to become an instant hit, catching the ears of 
DJs around the globe, including Dirtybird Records leader Claude VonStroke, whose own brand of bass-heavy tech house led 
to Shiba San releasing more singles with Dirtybird. Since then, Shiba San’s star has only gotten brighter, performing at inter- 
nationally renowned clubs and festivals, including an upcoming appearance at San Diego’s CRSSD Fest next month, while re- 
leasing a steady stream of new tracks, including “Drop It,” which was released through his own Basement Leak label. 
Although a well-known name in the dance community, Shiba San maintains a very private personal life, his birth name still 
unrevealed. Unlike other artists with mysterious personal lives, there is no gimmick with Shiba San, as he lets his music speak

One part mythical being, and one part dance-music maestro, German producer 
Claptone has rapidly climbed the ranks within deep house since abruptly arriving 
on the scene in 2012 with his smooth yet eerie breakout single “Cream,” which 
samples the famous Wu-Tang Clan hit of the same name. Always seen wearing a 
top hat, long-sleeve black shirt, white gloves, and his trademark gold-plated Ve- 
netian mask, unsuspecting club attendees could easily assume they'd accidentally 
stumbled into a magic show. Luckily, Claptone happens to be a magician behind 
the decks, with his sets including a well-balanced mix of laid-back deep house and 
techno cuts, sequenced in a theatrical fashion. Claptone’s official Soundcloud 
claims that “many generations ago, a bird-like shape emerged from wooded dark- 
ness, floating and fluttering, drifting and dreaming,” giving a vague and fanta- 
sy-like backstory to the character. Claptone’s real identity remains more 
enigmatic than the character’s origins, with his 2016 Coachella performance fuel- 
ing fan speculation that Claptone may be a production duo playing one character, 
as there were two identical masked DJs performing. Whatever the case may be 
with Claptone’s real identity, the producer is always looking for ways to defy the 
norms of dance music, whether it be through remixing unorthodox tracks, or cre- 
ating lavishly produced live shows.

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FIGHTING WORDS

I'ma 24-year-old nonbinary person living in Flori- 
da. I have two wonderful girlfriends. One I have been 
with for four years (we live together). The other I have 
been with for a year and a half. They're both brilliant, 
interesting, and kind. Both relationships have their 
issues, but they are minor. They know each other but 
aren't close. Neither is interested in people besides 
me right now, although my longer-term girlfriend 
identifies as poly. They have both said that they see a 
future with me, but something doesn't feel right. I've 
been having fantasies about leaving them both. It’s not 
about wanting to find someone I like better—if I met 
someone I really liked, I could pursue it. I just feel like 
neither relationship can progress while both exist. My 
other friends are getting married. I don’t think I want 
to stay in this setup indefinitely. Even if my girlfriends 
liked each other, which they don't, I don’t want sister 
wives or two families. But I also can’t imagine choosing 
between them. I feel like a scumbag for even thinking 
about it. I've talked to them, and they are both having 
reservations about the current situation. Neither of 
them wants some kind of three-person family structure, 
either. The only thing I can think to do (besides running 
away) is wait and see if one of these relationships fiz- 
zles out on its own. Are my fantasies of escape normal? 
Is wanting to be with “the one” just straight nonsense? 

Engaged Now But Yearning 


“The one” is nonsense, ENBY, but it’s not 
straight nonsense—lots of queer people believe 
that “the one,” their perfect match, is out there 
somewhere. But despite the fact that there are 
no perfect matches, people are constantly ending 
loving relationships that could go the distance to 
run off in search of “the one” that doesn’t exist. As 
I’ve pointed out again and again, there are lots of 
.64s out there and, if you're lucky, you might find a 
.73 lurking in the pile. When you find a serviceable 
.64 or (God willing) a spectacular .73, it’s your job 
to round that motherfucker up to “the one.” (And 
don’t forget that they’re doing the same for you— 
just as there’s no “the one” for you, you're no one’s 
“the one.” Everyone is rounding up.) 

Zooming in on your question, ENBY, you say 
what you have now—two girlfriends who can’t 
stand each other—is working. Are you sure about 
that? While fantasies of escape are normal—we 
all spend time thinking about the road we didn't 
take, the door we didn't try, the ass we didn’t 
eat—it’s odd to hear someone with two girlfriends 
wish for one or both to disappear. Perhaps it’s not 
who you're doing that’s the problem, ENBY, but 
what you're doing. The kind of polyamory you're 
practicing—concurrent and equal romantic part- 
nerships—may not be right for you. I’m not trying 
to YDIW you here (“You're doing it wrong!), but 
if you're envious of your friends who are settling 
down with just one partner, perhaps you'd be more 
comfortable in an open-not-poly relationship (sex 
with others okay, romance with others not okay) or 
a hierarchical poly relationship (your primary part- 
ner comes first, your secondary partner|[s| come, 
well, second). 

Finally, ENBY, it could be the stress of having 
two partners who don’t like each other that has you 
fantasizing about escape and/or one of your part- 
ners evaporating. Each of your girlfriends might 
make sense independently of each other, but if hav- 
ing to share you doesn't work for them... it’s never 
going to work for you. 


I’m 27 years old and I've been married to my part- 
ner for two years. I’m facing a conundrum: A relative 
sexually abused me when I was younger. It happened a 
handful of times, and I've never told anyone other than 
my partner. I'm now struggling to decide not whether I 
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should tell my parents (I should), but when. The abuse 
fucked me up in some ways, but I have been working 
through it with a therapist. The problem is my siblings 
and cousins have started having their own children, 
and seeing this relative—a member of my extended 
family—with their kids is dredging up a lot of uncom- 
fortable memories. I see this relative frequently, as we 
all live in the area and get together as a family at least 
once a month. I don’t have children of my own yet, 
but my partner and I have already decided that this 
relative will never touch or hold the ones we do have. 
So do I tell my parents now? My extended family is 
tightly knit, and I fear the issues that sharing this se- 
cret will inevitably create.
